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City employment training 
agency receives $80,413 


Funds to help provide job training for senior citizens

SAN BERNARDINO — The 
city of Ontario and its 
Employment Training Agency 
will receive $80,413 for the 1986- 
87 fiscal year to provide job 
training services for senior 
citizens throughout the West 
Valley. 

Last week the county 
supervisors approved the 
contract, which is similar to 
contracts approved by the 
county with the city since 1978, 
according to William Bethel, 
director of the county’s job 
training and employment 
resources department. 

Programs to be funded by the 
contract include classroom 
training, on-the-job training, 
work experience and job search 
and placement activities, Bethel 
told the supervisors. 

The contract is proposed to 
serve 46 eligible senior citizens 
who have “limited opportunities 
and substantial barriers to 


employment,” Bethel said. He 
said that hopefully at least 36 of 
the participants will secure 
employment after they complete 
the training. 

The federal funds allocated by 
the county to the Ontario 
program are meant to serve 
senior citizens in Ontario, 
Montclair, Chino, Upland and 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

In other action the supervisors 
authorized their staff to file an 
application with the federal 
government for a $27.7 million 
loan to partially finance 
construction of the Etiwanda/ 
San Sevaine flood control 
project. 

The entire project north of 
Fontana will cost $41.6 million, 
up from the $14 million that 
county officials estimated the 
project would cost in 1984, 
according to Michael Walker, 
director of the county’s flood 
control department. 

Walker said a county 
consultant recommended that 


the project’s scope and cost be 
increased in order to take 
advantage of the $27 million 
maximum loan limit set by the 
federal government. The 
remaining $13.9 million cost of 
the project will be covered by 
local cities and the county, he 
said. 

Officials from Fontana, 
Ontario and Rancho Cucamonga 
have all endorsed the loan 
application, which will be 
submitted by the county, acting 
as the lead agency on the 
project. 

The board also voted to award 
a $731,000 contract to Donald 
McKee and Hart Inc. to provide 
landscaping and paving at the 
new Sheriff's Department 
headquarters being built on east 
Third Street in San Bernardino. 


The supervisors also 
increased the county’s 
appropriations fund by $420,000 


to reflect the sale of three used 
helicopters for $140,000 each.

H.O.T. Tips 


(House of Tools) 
In order to achieve a good finish, 
the tiny ridges left by milling 
machines must be removed. The 
best way to remove these marks 
is with a cabinet scraper, but 
before you can remove them you 
must see them. The best way to 
see them is by rubbing a piece of 
white chalk over the entire sur- 
face. The mill marks will show up 
as white waves across the grain. 
You can then scrape with a 
cabinet scraper until the mill 
marks disappear. Using a cabinet 
scraper also reduces sanding 
time. 
Check your attic or storage area; 
you might come up with some fine 
sharpening and honing tools. The 
old-time water stones are great 
for sharpening your smaller tools. 
You might even find an ‘old razor 
strop which is great for stropping 
your edged tools. If your don’t find 
them in your attic, check the local 
swap meets, yard sales, and flea 
markets.

Authority sued 
by ex-employee

A former employee is suing 
the Upland Housing Authority 
claiming the authority’s director 
set her up, then fired her. 

Dina Rodriguez, a program 
specialist, worked for the 
authority for nine years when 
she was dismissed after an 
argument with director Xenia 
Szabo about missing retirement 
payments. 

Rodriguez was fired for 
insubordination in May after 
calling Szabo a “‘liar’ at a staff 
meeting. 

The suit claims Szabo was 
looking for a scapegoat when 
employees questioned her 
handling of the missing Public 
Employees Retirement System 
payments, which had not been 
paid for a year. 

The suit alleges that at the 
meeting Szabo denied 
knowledge of the delinquent 
payments. 

However, Szabo told The Daily 
Report in November that she had 
known of the delinquent 
payments for several months, 
but did not want to inform 
employees until the matter was 
resolved. 

When Rodriguez challenged 
her employer’s alleged denial, 
Szabo asked her if she was 
calling the authority director a 
liar, the suit states. 

Rodriguez did and was fired 


later that day. 

She is seeking $200,000 in 
general and punitive damages, 
including back pay, according to 
her Redlands attorney Bruce 
Leyden. 

“| don’t see any possible 
settlement,” said Upland City 
Attorney Don Maroney, who is 
also representing the authority. 
“It’s so clear a case of 
insubordination. The woman just 
was definitely out of line.” 

Maroney said he is not certain 
if Szabo, who declined comment,

told the employees she hadn’t 
known about the missing PERS 
payments. But he said the 
director informed the authority's 
board of directors she was 
working to correct the problem. 

Rodriguez and other 
employees were unreasonably 
panicked about the payments. 

“If they had just thought about 
it, there was no way the housing 
authority could have affected its 
employee retirement ... there 
wasn’t any way they would have 
gotten cheated out of their 
retirement,” he said, adding that 
the authority would have made 
up the difference from its own 
funds if it had to. 

While Rodriguez claimed 
Szabo intentionally prodded her 
into an argument so she could 
fire her, Maroney said the 
program specialist was ona 
vendetta of her own against her 
employer. 

She would attend board 
meetings and harass Szabo by 
pointing out clerical errors she 
made, he said. 

“She had been calling hera

Drunken driving arrests double 
as RIDE teams hit the streets 


By Lori Moody 


The number of drunken driving 
arrests made through the 
Regional Intoxicated Driver 
Enforcement program nearly 
doubled over the holidays, 
according to area law 
enforecment agencies. 

RIDE officers arrested 512 
people on suspicion of drunken 
driving and 21 people for 
unrelated offenses, issued 173 
citations and 1,360 warnings 
over 27 days, said Officer Vivian 
Firlein of the Ontario office of 
the California Highway Patrol. 

Last year the program was in 
operation 22 days. Officers 
arrested 257 suspected drunken 
drivers and 21 people for other 
offenses, handed out 164 
citations and issued 1,266 
warnings. 

There were 107 injury traffic 
collisions during the months of 
November and December. 
Sixteen of those were related to 
drunken drivers, according to 
CHP statistics. 

For the same two months in 
1985, there were 93 injury traffic 
collisions with 15 related to 
drunken driving. 

“We would like to think our 
agressive enforcement helped 
keep those (drunken driving 
related collision) figures down,” 
said Firlein coordinator of the 
RIDE program. 


RIDE pairs 12 officers from the 


different agencies, and teams of 
two ride in the same patrol car. 
This year, the six teams started a 
five-night-a-week saturation 
patrol on Nov. 25 and continued 
through New Year’s Eve. 


Participating in the program 
are the Ontario office of the 
California Highway Patrol, the 
San Bernardino County Sheriff's 
Rancho Cucamonga station, as 
well as the police departments 
of Chino, Ontario, Montclair and 


Upland. 

For the first time, RIDE will 
operate throughout the year. The 
patrols will target holidays and 
other events “that traditionally

conflict charges

The San Bernardino County 
grand jury has declined to 
investigate conflict-of-interest 
charges against former Rancho 
Cucamamonga City Councilman 
Richard Dahl, The Daily Report 
learned last week. 

Dahl said he had asked the 
grand jury if he was being 
investigated two weeks ago and 
was told no. 

Dahl responded to the report 
by saying, “! knew | wasn’t guilty 
of any legal or moral conflict of 
interests. 

“| feel very strongly about my 
time in office,’ Dahl said. “‘l 
always acted aboveboard and in 
the best interest of the city of 
Rancho Cucamonga.” 

According to a source familiar 
with the grand jury’s 
investigation, the jury’s 
complaint committee declined to 
investigate allegations that Dahl 
used his former office to help an 
employer, the TAC Development 
Co. of Rancho Cucamonga, in 
late December. 

Sue Shuey, a spokeswoman 
for the grand jury, said she could 
not confirm the report. ‘‘We only 
respond to the person who filed 
the complaint. That’s grand jury 
policy.” 

The request for a grand jury 
investigation of Dahl’s council 
conduct was mailed after Dahl 
lost his city council seat in 
November's election. 

The complaint alleged Dahl 
used his City Council position to 
get information from city staff 
on behalf of TAC Development. 

According to financial 
statements filed by Dahl, he 
earned more than $10,000 from 
TAC in 1985 as a senior citizens 
lifestyle requirement consultant. 

City Hall records show that 
Dahl went to city staff at least 
three times to ask about TAC 


projects. 

At the time the complaint was 
sent to the grand jury, Dahl said, 
“I’ve never requested any action 
on behalf of TAC, I’ve only asked 
for information.” 

He said his requests for 
information were a favor to Terry 
Christianson, TAC’s owner. 

Last week, Dahl said, ‘I’m not 
getting into any more of these 
battles. I’m retiring from city 
politics.” 

Dahl said he would probably 
campaign for somebody during 
Rancho Cucamonga’s 1988 City 
Council election. He didn’t say 
whom he might support.

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County cancels contract for housekeepers

SAN BERNARDINO — The 
county is canceling a $9 million 
contract providing housekeepers 
for home-bound senior citizens 
and disabled people, despite 
warnings by union officials that 
950 people could be put out of 
work. 

An emotional crowd of 80 
homemakers was on hand last 
week to see county supervisors 
serve 60-day notice of the 
cancellation of a contract with 
Remedy Home Health Care Inc. 

James Fare, the administrator 
of the county’s Human Services 
Agency, said the action was 
ordered by the state after higher- 
than-expected activity in the 
program threatened to increase 
the approved $16 million budget 
for the program to $21 million. 

Fare said a less-expensive 
program in which individual 
home-bound residents can 
contract one-to-one with 
housekeepers will be allowed to 
continue. 

Without the termination, both 
kinds of housekeeping services 
would be jeopardized. 

“Although this action may 
inconvenience some of the 
program’s existing caseload who 
have relied on the contract mode 
of service delivery, no clients 
will lose services as a result of 
this contract termination,” Fare 
told supervisors. 

Currently 3,600 senior citizens 
and disabled people receive 
housekeeping services through 
the contract with Remedy Inc. 
and 1,400 have individual 
contracts. 

Fare predicted the 3,600 
currently being served through 
Remedy Inc. will receive service 
on an individual-cantract basis 
using the money. saved by the 
contract termination.
